Generals: 
Iraq Near 
Civil War 

Commanders say sectarian 
violence could deepen crisis 

WAS H I N GTO N I Two top Pentagon command- 
ers said Thursday that spiraling violence in 
Baghdad could propel Iraq into outright civil 
war, using a politically loaded term that the 
Bush administration has long avoided. 

The generals said they believe a full-scale 
civil war is unlikely. Even so, their comments 
to Congress cast the war in more somber hues 
than the administration usually uses, and fur- 
ther dampened lawmakers’ hopes that troops 
would begin returning home in substantial 
numbers in time for this fall’s elections. 

“I believe that the sectarian violence is 
probably as bad as I have seen it, ” Gen. 
John Abizaid, the top U.S. commander in the 
Middle East, told the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. Gen. Peter Pace, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, said, “We do have the pos- 
sibility of that devolving into civil war.” 

Asked whether the United States would con- 
tinue to have a military mission in Iraq in the 
event that a major civil war broke out. Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld declined to 
respond directly, saying he didn’t want to give 
the impression that he presumed there would 
be a civil war. He said the question must ulti- 
mately be handled by the Iraqis, (ap)

Blaze Rages In Eskimo Town, 
Forcing 250 to Evacuate 

A school in a remote Eskimo village 
caught fire Thursday and the blaze 
quickly grew out of control, engulf- 
ing several homes and buildings and 
forcing 250 people to flee. No inju- 
ries were reported among the 1,100 
residents of Hooper Bay, where the 
roaring fire continued to threaten 
homes. “There are no roads or a for- 
mal fire department with big shiny 
red fire engines here,” said Alaska 
Public Safety Commissioner Bill 
Tandeske. “All the things we take 
for granted in urban areas are not 
there, which makes everything so 
much more difficult.” (ap) 


Judge won’t let state 
GOP replace indicted 
lawmaker for fall vote 

AUSTIN, TEXAS I A federal appeals 
court panel on Thursday refused to 
let Texas Republicans replace Tom 
DeLay’s name on the November con- 
gressional ballot. 

The finding upheld a July ruling 
by a federal judge that the ballot must 
list DeLay, who won a March prima- 
ry before resigning from Congress on 
June 9. He now lives in Virginia but 


is awaiting trial in Texas state court 
on money laundering and conspiracy 
charges alleging that illegal corpo- 
rate cash helped 
pay for legisla- 
tive campaigns 
in 2002. 

Republicans 
want to name 
another nominee 
to face Democrat 
Nick Lampson in 
November. Democrats sued to keep 
DeLay on the ballot. Keeping him on 
the ballot gives them an easier race 


and bolsters their attempts to make 
the indicted former House majori- 
ty leader their symbol for claims of 
Republican corruption. 

Thursday’s ruling said that GOP 
state chairwoman Tina Benkiser 
acted unconstitutionally when she 
tried to remove DeLay as the party 
nominee because he had moved. 

While the U.S. Constitution 
requires a candidate to live in- state, 
the question is where he is residing 
on Election Day, not now, 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals judges said.

Anti-war challenger 
gains on Conn, senator 
before Tuesday primary 

HARTFORD, CONN. I Millionaire busi- 
nessman Ned Lament opened a dou- 
ble-digit lead over veteran Sen. Joe 
Lieberman less than a week before 
Connecticut’s Democratic primary, 
raising the possibility that the three- 
term senator may have to run as an 
independent in November, a newpoll 
released Thursday shows. 

Lamont, a political novice, had 
support from 54 percent of likely 
Democratic voters in the Quinnipiac 
University poll, while Lieberman 
had support from 41 percent of 
voters. The sampling error margin 
was 3 percentage points. 

A similar survey July 20 showed 
Lamont with a slight advantage for 
the first time in the campaign. 

“Senator Lieberman’s campaign 
bus seems to be stuck in reverse,” 
poll director Douglas Schwartz 
said. “Despite visits from former 
President Bill Clinton and other 


big-name Democrats, Lieberman 
has not been able to stem the tide 
to Lamont.” 

Lieberman, 64, one ofthe Senate’s 
most well-known Democrats and his 
party’s nominee for vice president in 


2000, has been harshly criticized on 
liberal political Internet blogs and 
in Connecticut for his support of the 
Iraq war and his perceived closeness 
with President Bush. 

“The fact is. I’m about a lot more 


than one issue, and the future of the 
people of Connecticut is about a lot 
more than one issue,” Lieberman 
said Thursday during a campaign 
stop in West Hartford. 

Lamont, 52, who owns a suc- 
cessful cable television firm, has 
been able to tap into rank-and-file 
Democratic voters’ frustration with 
Lieberman, as well as his personal 
wealth, contributing $3 million to 
his campaign. 

“It shows that people are hear- 
ing the message and like the mes- 
sage of change and hope,” said Liz 
Dupont-Diehl, a spokeswoman for 
the Lamont campaign. 

The poll, however, indicated 
that Lament’s support is in large 
part a backlash: 65 percent of 
Lamont supporters said their 
vote is mainly against Lieberman. 
Schwartz said he had never seen a 
race in which an incumbent has 
stirred up such negativity within 
his own party. 

Lieberman said the poll showed 
much work must be done to win 
Tuesday’s primary, susanhaigh(ap) 


Battle Looming 
In Senate About 
Minimum Wage 

WASHINGTON I Senators plowed 
into a bruising political battle on 
Thursday over a combined mini- 
mum-wage increase and estate tax 
cut as both sides counted votes and 
predicted a close call. 

Republicans needed 60 votes 
to advance their bill, which links a 
$2.10 increase in the $5.15 feder- 
al minimum wage to an estate tax 
cut. For Republicans, the combi- 
nation could defuse a Democratic 
campaign issue while promoting 
GOP priorities. 

Republicans were dealt a blow, 
however, when two Democrats, 
Sens. Maria Cantwell and Patty 
Murray of Washington, announced 
they planned to oppose the OOP’s 
bill. 

The legislation also revives 
popular tax breaks that expired 
last year. They include deductions 
for state sales taxes and college 
tuition, along with a research and 
development credit for business.

President Viktor Yushchenko signed 
a national unity pact Thursday with 
his former Orange Revolution 
rival, paving the way for Viktor 
Yanukovych to become prime min- 
ister, but a Parliament vote was put 
off one day to allow more time for 
talks on a coalition. The memo- 
randum was the president’s condi- 
tion for approving the candidacy of 
Yanukovych, whose fraud-tainted 
win in a 2004 presidential election

Fierce Fighting Rages on in Mideast 



New Hezbollah rocket 
attacks kill 8 Israelis; 
airstrikes hit Beirut 

JERUSALEM I A massive wave of 
guerrilla rockets pounded north- 
ern Israel in a matter of minutes 
Thursday, killing eight people hours 
before Hezbollah’s leader offered 
to stop the attacks if Israel ends its 
airstrikes. With four soldiers killed 
in Lebanon, it was the deadliest day 
for Israel in its two -front war. 

Two huge explosions rocked 
Beirut early Friday, in what local 
media said were new Israeli air- 
strikes on Hezbollah strongholds 
south of the city. Israeli artillery 
shells earlier soared into the hills 
of southern Lebanon, sometimes as 
many as 15 a minute. 

To Israel’s south, in the second 
front of its offensive against Islamic 
militants, Israel sent dozens of tanks 
into the Gaza Strip as aircraft frred 
at clusters of militants. The heavy 
clashes killed eight Palestinians, 
including an 8 -year- old boy. 

Despite Hezbollah leader Sheik 
Hassan Nasrallah’s offer and con- 
tinuing diplomatic efforts to bro- 
ker a cease-fire, the Israeli army 
prepared to push up to Lebanon’s 
Litani River as part of its cam- 
paign to force the guerrillas away 
from the border and make room 
for a planned international force 
to patrol the area. 

On the 23rd day of Israel’s 


punishing onslaught both on the 
ground and from the air, Hezbollah 
has shown surprising strength and 
has found its support in Lebanon 

— and among the larger Arab world 

— vastly bolstered. 

Jordan’s King Abdullah H 
warned that the fighting was caus- 
ing a backlash against moderate 
Arab leaders and was strengthen- 
ing the very radicals it was intend- 
ed to destroy. “The Arab people 
see Hezbollah as a hero because 
it’s fighting Israel’s aggression,” 
he said. 


QANA DEATHS REVISITED 

Many news organizations 

initially reported 54 or more civil- 
ians, including women and chil- 
dren, died in an Israeli airstrike 
onthe Lebanese village of Oana. 
Buta re-examination Thursday 
indicated there were 28 deaths. 

Human Rights Watch said 
it discovered the discrepancy as 
part of a larger probe of civilian 
deaths in Lebanon. Someaddi- 
tional bodies may still be buried 
in the rubble, Lebanese officials 
said Thursday, (ap) 


Despite Israel’s efforts to crush 
Hezbollah, the guerrillas launched 
at least 200 rockets into northern 
Israel on Thursday. 

At least 100 of them rained down 
within a half-hour period Thursday, 
sending Israelis fleeing into shel- 
ters and killing eight people. Five 
Lebanese civilians were killed in 
Thursday’s fighting, Lebanese offi- 
cials said.

U.K. Envoy Warns of Iraqi Civil War 


LO N D 0 N I A confidential report from 
Britain’s outgoing ambassador to 
Iraq warned the country is slid- 
ing toward civil war and is likely 
to divide eventually along ethnic 
lines, according to a news report 
Thursday. 

William Patey, who left his dip- 
lomatic post in Baghdad last week, 
predicted in the document that the 
situation in Iraq could remain vola- 
tile for the next decade, the British 
Broadcasting Corp. said. 

The diplomat sent the memo to 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, Foreign 
Secretary Margaret Beckett and key 
legislators, BBC reported. 


“The prospect of a low-intensity 
civil war and a de facto division of 
Iraq is probably more likely at this 
stage than a successful and substan- 
tial transition to 
a stable democra- 
cy,” the BBC quot- 
ed Patey ’s memo 
as saying. 

Patey’s dip- 
lomatic cable 
claims that 
Iraq’s “position 
is not hopeless,” but warns that the 
country is likely to remain “messy 
and diffrcult” for the next five to 10 
years, the BBC said, (ap) 


U.N. Council 
Working on New 
Mideast Measure 

UNITED NATIONS I Under intense 
international pressure to stop the 
Israeli-Hezbollah fighting, France 
and the U.S. stepped up negotia- 
tions Thursday on a resolution call- 
ing for an immediate cessation of 
hostilities and the setting of condi- 
tions for a lasting peace between 
Israel and Lebanon. 

France, which has led efforts 
for a diplomatic solution, circu- 
lated a revised draft of the resolu- 
tion to all Security Council mem- 


bers Wednesday night. It would be 
the first of two resolutions aimed 
at achieving a permanent cease- 
fire and long-term solution to the 
conflict. 

British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair said he hopes to see a resolu- 
tion “within the next few days.” 

Since fighting began on July 12, 
the Security Council has failed to 
take any action to stop it, primar- 
ily because of opposition from the 
US., Israel’s closest ally. The U.S. 
wants any cease-fire to be part of 
a package of steps, including the 
deployment of an international 
peackeeping force and measures 
to tackle Hezbollah’s disarma- 
ment. (AP)

Afghan Civilians 


Four Canadian troops 
die in fresh attaeks 
blamed on the Taliban 

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I Four 
Canadian soldiers were killed and 
10 wounded Thursday in militant 
attacks and 21 Afghan civilians 
died in a suicide car bombing, 
the latest barrage of violence to 
herald NATO’s new security mis- 
sion in southern Afghanistan, offi- 
cials said. 

Suspected Taliban fighters firing 
rocket-propelled grenades from a 
school killed three NATO soldiers 
and wounded six near the village 
of Pashmul, west of Kandahar city, 
according to a NATO statement. 
Canada’s military spokesman in 
Ottawa, Navy Lt. John Nethercott, 
confirmed the dead and wounded 
were Canadians. 

Hours earlier, two roadside 
bombs planted on a highway by 
suspected Taliban militants, also 
near Kandahar, killed one Canadian 
soldier and wounded four others, 
said Maj. Scott Lundy, a spokesman 
for the Canadian military.

Seven foreign soldiers have been 
killed since the changeover on 
Sunday, as an 8,000 -strong force 
of NATO troops has assumed com- 
mand across volatile southern prov- 
inces from a U.S.-led coalition. 

The Taliban militia has stepped 
up attacks this year, sparking 
intense fighting with foreign and 
Afghan forces. 

In Thursday’s deadliest attack, 
a suicide car bomber caused a huge 
explosion in a crowded market in 
Panjwayi, a town about 15 miles 
from Kandahar, killing 21 civilians 
and wounding 13. Police blamed the

Company will trim 
a quarter of its work 
force in strategy shift 

NEW YORK I AOL said Thursday it 
expects to drop as many as 5,000 
employees, or a quarter of its glob- 
al work force, within six months as 
the company restructures its busi- 
ness to draw more online advertis- 
ing dollars. 

The announcement came a day 
after the Time Warner Inc. unit 
said it would no longer charge 
high-speed Internet customers 
for e-mail and other services, in 
hopes of preventing their defection 
to rivals like Yahoo Inc., Google Inc. 
and Microsoft Corp. 

An unknown number of 
European employees will still have 
jobs, but with a different compa- 
ny, as AOL LLC looks to shed its 
Internet access businesses in 
France, Germany and the United 
Kingdom. AOL currently has 3,000 
access employees in Europe. 

Layoffs had been anticipated. 
In announcing AOL’s strategy shift 
Wednesday, Time Warner said it 
expected to spend $250 million 
to $350 million through 2007 to

implement the changes, about half 
of that for employee severance. 

AOL currently employs 19,000 
around the world, about 5,000 in 
Northern Virginia where the com- 
pany has its headquarters. 

The company did not say where 
the job cuts will take place, adding 
that most of the individual employ- 
ees likely will be notified in late 
September or early October. 

Time Warner and AOL execu- 
tives also said they expected to save 
more than $1 billion by the end of 
2007 by cutting marketing and 
other costs. The cuts were neces- 
sary to avoid major hits in AOL’s 
profitability as high-speed subscrib- 
ers drop paid accounts, (ap) 


Worried retailers got a reprieve in 
July, scoring solid sales gains as sear- 
ing heat in much of the country sent 
consumers back into the stores in 
search of summer clothes.

care to sift through the Salvation 
Army bargain bin, let some enter- 
prising designer do the heavy lift- 
ing for you. “Repurposed” designs, 
vintage clothes cut up and crafted 
into new styles, have become a big 
business. 

Just ask Julia Grieve. The 
founder of Preloved, a Toronto - 


based company whose repurposed 
clothes are sold in the District at 
Nana, says her company recycled 
approximately 20,000 sweaters and 
8,000 pairs of jeans to produce its 
fall 2006 collection. 

“When I started this business, 
I did not set out to be an environ- 
mentalist,” Grieve says. “[But] it’s

impossible to ignore the benefits 
that we are offering.” 

Unsung Designers offers sim- 
ilar benefits on a smaller scale. 
The Adams Morgan-based com- 
pany, owned by Grace Wang and 
Alishia Frey, stocks several design- 
ers who repurpose clothes to make 
everything from tie-neck blouses to 
funky suede handbags. 

“I think it’s a reaction to every- 
thing being over-processed, over- 
done, mass-produced,” Frey says. 
“People are trying to go back to 
basics.” 

And she doesn’t mean white 
pocket tees. For a certain shop- 
per, Angela Johnson’s bustle skirt, 
crafted from scraps of stretch wool 


and lace and available at Unsung 
Designers for $104, is basic. 

“When people buy a brand,” says 
Brooks, “they’re trying to tell a story 
about themselves: ‘This is who I am 
and what I value.’” 

It comes as no surprise, then, 
that many eco- conscious shoppers 
want to buy from the company that 
does it all: makes organic cotton T- 
shirts, yes, but also pays its work- 
ers $15 an hour, subsidizes health 
care and peddles fair-trade java in 
the cafeteria. 

It’s easy enough to trust the 20- 
something design student in her 
Columbia Heights studio, fash- 
ioning 8 Os -inspired tank dresses 
out of thrift- store T-shirts. What 
about the Gaps and Wal-Marts of 
the world? 

“When it’s small companies, 
producers and designers doing this, 
they have a lot of credibility,” says 
Brooks. “The American consumer 
is suspicious of big companies.” 

Still, at some point, if the green 
movement is to significantly alter 
apparel industry practices, if organ- 
ic cotton and bamboo are to all but 
replace conventional cotton and 
polyester, then bigger companies 
will need to play a leading role. 

“For certain people, it’ll be a 
trend for a few years,” Gregory 
says. “But we’re not going to 
have a choice in a few years.”

UNITED I Slam dunk contests, 
home run derbies, rookie games 
and most recently, championship 
series home field advantage to the 
winner: Organizers have come up 
with all kinds of gimmicks to try to 
liven up the all-star games.

Keeping Soriano blurs 
the Nationals’ plan to 
rebuild from serateh 

NATIONALS I The climax of the 
Nationals’ season came and passed 
Monday afternoon, when absolutely 
nothing happened. 

All of that reaching for antacid in 
the clubhouse as fear of losing star 
left fielder Alfonso Soriano churned 
was for nothing. The Christmas-in- 
July scenario — in which an influx 
of young talent was slated to make 
up the core of the roster when the 
team moves out to Anacostia — 
never materialized. 

And while lack of a deadline 
move maybe fittingly anticlimac- 
tic in this season of transition, the 
club has to feel it’s preparing for 
the future by the moves it didn’t 
make. Right? 

“I don’t know what this team will 
look like in a week, but it’s a pretty 
good team right now,” right fielder 
Austin Kearns said last week. 

While the Nationals could still 


make a trade, they’d need anyone 
they wanted to move to clear waivers 
first, which may not be so easy. 

In the end, the unwittingly clair- 
voyant Kearns and fellow former 
Cincinnati regular Felipe Lopez 
were the Nationals’ prize acquisi- 
tions in terms of building toward 
the future. Kearns can relax and 


concentrate on boosting his pro- 
duction, as opposed to the last few 
years, when an outfield logjam had 
him rotating in and out of the Reds’ 
lineup. Still, the deadline left a lot 
more questions than answers: 

1. Can they sign Soriano? It’s 
unwise to keep him if you don’t rea- 
sonably believe you can ink him to a 


multiyear extension or win the bid- 
ding war for him in the offseason. 

2. They didn’t address the pitch- 
ing situation. What will they do now? 
Probably not much until the off- 
season. Washington did bring over 
reliever Ryan Wagner — a 24 -year- 
old former first-round pick. 

3. This may be the most impor- 
tant: Who can impress in September? 
Ryan Zimmerman put on a show at 
the end of the season last year and 
has turned himself into a National 
League Rookie of the Year candi- 
date. Third baseman Kory Casto and 
first baseman Larry Broadway — the 
bats who have generated the most 
buzz in the minors — could get some 
plate appearances when the roster 
expands to 40 players. 

Still, those at-bats would prob- 
ably come at the expense of corner 
infielders Zimmerman and Nick 
Johnson, the Nats most produc-

“Maybe a combination of dehy- 
dration, maxi- 
mum effort,” Jose 
Maria Buxeda, 
the cyclist’s law- 
yer, commented 
Thursday after 
testing began 
on his backup 
sample. 

That theory was flatly rejected 
by one of the world’s top anti-dop- 
ing officials. 

“In 25 years of experience of 
testing ... such a huge increase in 
the level of testosterone cannot be 
accepted to come from any natu- 
ral factors,” said Prof. Christiane 
Ayotte, director of Montreal’s anti- 
doping laboratory. 

“If dehydration was the case, 
then marathon runners would be 
testing positive all the time.”

since childhood. Cal Naughton

Ben keeps trying to teach Otis 
that a strong man stands up for him- 
self, but a stronger man stands up 
for others.

All is well for a long time — when 
the farmer’s away, the barnyard ani- 
mals play. Then when a pack of coy- 
otes attacks, Otis must reluctantly 
step up. 

Not groundbreaking stuff, but

The Night Listener’ 
tunes in to the 
fluidity of nonfiction 

FILM I Theoretically, “The Night 
Listener” couldn’t be more rel- 
evant — even more so now than 
in 1992, when the events occurred 
that inspired Armistead Maupin’s 
book and, in turn, Patrick Stettner’s 
film. 

Its ideas about fact vs. fiction, 
reality vs. imagination, and the 
blurry line in between have become 
all too familiar following the recent 
exposure and subsequent downfall 
of writers like James Frey. 

So there should be a sense of 
urgency and immediacy to “The 
Night Listener,” to the way in which 
it approaches the notion of truth and 
turns it into a matter of perspective 
demanding to be mulled over. 

It does leave you guessing until 
the very end and even afterward. 
Who, if anyone, is losing their mind 
here? How much, and for how long? 


What really happened? 

In leaving those questions for the 
audience to internalize and inter- 


pret, Stettner as director and co- 
writer (with Maupin himself and 
Maupin’s former partner, Terry 


Anderson) has crafted a sophis- 
ticated, grown-up mystery and a 
welcome challenge. 


Maupin’s partially autobio- 
graphical story begins life as a 
drama. New York talk radio host 
Gabriel Noone (Robin Williams) 
receives a book about a 14 -year- old 
boy named Pete, detailing horrific 
physical and sexual abuse at the 
hands of his parents. The writer is 
the boy himself (Rory Culkin), and 
it’s remarkably mature for some- 
one his age. 

Pete is a fan of Gabriel’s show, 
listening from his bedroom in the 
house he shares in small-town 
Wisconsin with his adopted moth- 
er, Donna (Toni Collette). He’s also 
dying of AIDS — at which point 
you’re thinking, this is going to 
get heavy. 

But then the film shifts gears 
when Gabriel begins a telephone 
friendship with Pete, and the two 
discover an unexpectedly easy rap- 
port. Gabriel also talks frequently 
with Donna, who provides medi- 
cal updates when Pete’s condition 
deteriorates. 

Culkin’s performance is both 
spirited and heartfelt, while 
Collette is completely disarming 
as the woman who cares for him. 
But ultimately, the film is more 
admirable for what it tries to be 
than for what it actually 
achieves, christy lemire (ap) 


Getting Dark in Here 


A grim ‘Descent’ 
plumbs the depths 
of scare psychology 

FILM I Something of a low-budget 
retread of the “Alien” films, the 
bloody fright flick “The Descent” 
still is far better than most of the 
cliche -ridden dreck that passes for 
horror. The story of six women who 
encounter carnivorous humanoids 
in an Appalachian cave system has 
some genuine cleverness in both 
its setup and the gory mayhem it 
unleashes. 

Writer- director Neil Marshall 
offers a cast you can care about and 
believe in, compared with the man- 
nequinlike teens generally lining up 
for slaughter in horror movies. 

Sarah (Shauna Macdonald), 
who has suffered a horrible trag- 
edy, and devoted pal Beth (Alex 
Reid) meet up with four others for

a cave -exploring expedition in the 
middle of nowhere. 

The adventure has been orga- 
nized by Juno (Natalie Mendoza), 
a tough, natural leader. Joining 
the journey is Juno’s protege 


Holly (Nora- Jane Noone), skilled 
Scandinavian climber Rebecca 
(Saskia Mulder) and Rebecca’s 
half-sister, Sam (MyAnna Buring), 
a Swedish medical student study- 
ing in America. 

The actresses establish an easy 
rapport from the start as old friends 
coming together with camaraderie 
— and hints of competitiveness — to 
help Sarah cope with her loss. 

It turns out that the women have 
wandered into the feeding territo- 
ry of cave-dwelling creatures. The 
beasties are fast, snarling and really 
enjoy the taste of female spelunk- 
ers. The women are separated both 
physically and psychologically as 
ugly revelations divide them. 

What Marshall’s saying about 
humanity is uncertain. Maybe, 
watch your back when you and your 
friends encounter vicious meat- 
eaters in enclosed spaces.

CLICK (PG-13, 98minutes) Adam Sandler, 
impersonating workaholic architect 
Michael Newman, acquires the ulti- 
mate in universal remotes — that is, a 
remote that controls the universe. He is 
able to fast forward through the boring 
or unpleasant parts of his life, pause to 
extract a petty revenge on oppressors and 
turn down the volume on arguments with 
his wife. It’s a crass physical comedy of 
unrelenting irrelevance with a gag or 
two amid the many other examples of

THE DA VINCI CODE (PG-13, 148 min- 
utes) The most controversial thriller of 
the year turns out to be about as exciting 
as watching your parents play Sudoku. 
From a dispassionate Tom Hanks as sym- 
bologist Robert Langdon to a script care- 
fully written to mollify Christians already 
upset bythefilm’spremiseofa Jesusand 
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Mary Magdalene hook-up, this film is a 
bland piece of high-gradecheese. Still,

A Real Head Trip 

THE FAUX DOCUMENTARY gets more sober treatment with “Brothers 
of the Head,” a snapshot of a fictional 1970s punk band fronted by 
conjoined twins. The movie offers plenty of understated, twisted 
black humor. Yet directors Louis Pepe and Keith Fulton craft a 
predominantly bleak and often disturbing look at a creative duo 
who, despite physiological and emotional interdependence, also 
find themselves subtly at odds, with no way to escape each other.

Despite doing its 
bestto giggle, jiggle and ogle its way into 
a niche somewhere between “Heathers” 
and “American Pie,” the movie becomes 
anotherforgettable pastiche of sight gags 
and pop-culture references, (ah) 

LADY IN THE WATER (PG-13, 95 min- 
utes) An otherworldly being called 
Story (Bryce Dallas Howard) emerges 
from a swimming pool behind a dingy 
apartment building and intothearmsof 
its bewildered superintendent, Cleveland 
Heep (Paul Giamatti) Slowly he learns 
she’s a “narf,” a nymph who has come on 
land to find a man of deep significance. 
Cleveland, aguy who has resigned him- 
self to a life plunging toilets, soon under- 
standsthat he’satthe beginning of some- 
thing significant. But in a movie laden 
with symbolism, shamanism and mythic 
lore, director M. NightShyamalan never 


forgets to have fun. (dt). 

LITTLE MAN (PG-13, 98 minutes) This 
movie is about what you’d think a movie 
in which a man masquerades as a baby 
would be. Every orifice is covered, and the 
product of every orifice is also covered. 
The gimmick features Marlon Wayans’ 
face computer-painted on various 
aspects of two little people named Linden 
Porco and Gabriel Pimental. Together

THE AWAKENING 

Sex Isn’t Comedy 

PARKER POSEY, THE QUEEN of the indies, is a stylish actress, but there’s 
not much she can do with the flat, trite sex comedy “The Oh in 
Ohio,” written by Adam Wierzbianski and directed by Billy Kent 
without a trace of imagination or originality. Posey’s Priscilla is an 
elegant, hotshot Cleveland advertising executive whose frigidity, 
after a decade of marriage to bearded high school teacher Jack (Paul 
Rudd), has at last driven them apart. While Priscilla belatedly seeks 
help, leading to a variety of sexual adventures. Jack commences 
an affair with an 18 -year-old student (Mischa Barton). There’s no 
sense of pace or reality in this film, which seems a rehash of count- 
less other movies, kevin thomas (los angeles times) 


swagger about its comedy, there seems to 
be no innocence in the mix at all. (dt) 
PIRATES OF THE CARIBBEAN: DEAD 
MAN’S CHEST (PG-13, 140 minutes) Will 
Turner (Orlando Bloom) is dispatched 
to steal Jack Sparrow’s (Johnny Depp) 
mystical compass, which is believed to 
lead to the chest containing the soul of 
Davy Jones. And Elizabeth Swann (Keira 
Knightley) stows away as a man aboard 
Sparrow’sshiptofindfiance Will, who’s 
presumed lost. The movie’s most enter- 
taining feature is its computer-generat- 
ed creations. But don’t look for the colli- 
sion of innocenceand dangerthatmade 
the first film so provocative, (dt) 

A SCANNER DARKLY (R, 100 minutes) 
Richard Linklater’s adaptation of Philip 
K. Dick’s novel is in a special dimension. 
The director has re- rendered scenes with 
an electronic, watercolorish wash, trans- 
forming everything into a restive paint- 
ing. Without its animation, this would 
have made a fine cautionary tale about 
drug addiction, paranoiaand institution- 
al treachery in a police state. But with 
a technique that turns the existing live 
action into atwo-dimensional cartoon, 
the movie goes becomes its own living, 
breathing metaphor, (dt) 

SCOOP (PG-13, 100 minutes) Woody 
Allen’s latest movie opens on the River 
Styx, where today’s boatload of souls is 
headed toward thefar shore, among them 
one Joe Strombel, a Fleet Street news- 
hound. But on this slow boatto nowhere, 
Joe (Ian McShane) runs into the recent- 
ly murdered secretary of an aristocrat- 
ic bounder (Hugh Jackman)and learns 
that her employer is a serial killer hor- 
rifying London. It gets a lot lamer. This 
gives nobody any pleasure, but a truth 
must be faced: This is the worst movie 
Woody Allen has ever made, (sh) 
SHADOWBOXER (R, 93 minutes) The 
central conceit of this movie is that 
middle-aged Rose (Helen Mirren) and 
her younger companion, Mikey (Cuba 
Gooding Jr.), are a mom-and-stepson 
killing team. When Rosefinds herselfface 
to face with a pregnant woman — anoth- 
er contract hit — she can’t squeeze the 
trigger. She even ends up taking in the 
woman, and afamily of two becomes four. 
The movie’s interplay of graphic violence 
andcoolspeakoweeverythingtothefilms 
of John Woo and Quentin Tarantino. But 
changing the gender only adds a skirt 
and a British accent, (dt) 

STRANGERS WITH CANDY (R, 87 min- 
utes) The very sight of ex-jailbird, ex- 
junkie prostitute Jerri Blank will set 
her cult fans giggling, and as played 


with sour-mouthed conviction by Amy 
Sedaris, she’s so grotesquely unpal- 
atable, well, she’s a comedic scream. 
The movie, starring most of the orig- 
inal performers and a celebrity cast 
that includes Philip Seymour Hoffman 
and Sarah Jessica Parker, recounts 
the events that led to forty-something 
Jerri’s return to high school. A long- 
winded, even tedious story becomes 
thefocus, notthe comedy, (dt) 
SUPERMAN RETURNS (PG-13, 154 min- 
utes) Superman’s been goneforfive years 
seeking remnants of Krypton among the 
stars. Satisfied, if melancholy that the 
old home orb isforever gone, he returns 
to Earth. Lois Lane (Kate Bosworth), for 
example, now has a child and a boyfriend, 
and Lex Luthor (Kevin Spacey) has just 
exited theslammerand started a new she- 
nanigan. It follows that Lois and Clark 
deal with buried feelings, and there’s even 
timefor Supeto remember his boyhood 
in Kansas. What’s missing? Oh, right, a 
plot. But the bottom lineisthat Superman 
has returned, and again, you will believe 
that a man can fly and that virtue is its 
own reward, (sh) 

WAIST DEEP (R, 97 minutes) Tyrese 
Gibson plays 02, an ex-con with two 
strikes against him, determined not to 


stumble into California’s Three Strikes 
Law. This is not easy, given his propen- 
sity for violence. Still, he’s gotan incen- 
tive: his son. Junior (H. Hunter Hall), who 
has been kidnapped after a carjacking. 02 
enlists theaid of Coco (Meagan Good), 
a hustler who may have had something 
to do with Junior’s kidnapping. It’s not 
a great movie but an interesting one, a 
combination of exploitative hood flickand 
meditation on trust and love, (tw) 

WHO KILLED THE ELECTRIC CAR? (PG, 
105 minutes) Writer-director Chris Paine 
examines the fate of General Motors’ 
much-ballyhooed electric car, sold in 
California before being declared a fail- 
ure and disappearing. A lot ofthefilm is 
illuminating; a lot is pointless. But it does 
explore the nuances of the situation and 
quote people on both sides of the issue, 
even if you never doubt which of those 
two sides thefilm is on. (sh)

Stretch of Malibu 
road has had many 
brushes with fame 

Mel Gibson is only the latest celeb- 
rity to find trouble on an infamous 
stretch of the scenic Pacific Coast 
Highway. 

A wild- eyed Nick Nolte was 
immortalized in a 2002 mug shot 
taken after he was caught weaving 
along the road under the influence 
of the drug GHB. Robert Downey 
Jr. was taken into custody in 1996 
after authorities stopped him for 
speeding on the winding, beach- 
side highway and found cocaine, 
heroin and a pistol in his car. 

With a huge number of celebri- 
ty homes nearby and murderous- 
ly twisty terrain, the PCH, as it is 
known, has ensnared more than its 
share of superstars. Filled with blind 
spots and hairpin curves wrapped 
around some of the most beautifully 
distracting scenery in the country, 
the PCH has been called an acci- 
dent waiting to happen. 

“At best, stone-cold sober, and 
not fatigued and at 2:30 a.m., it is a 
difficult road to drive,” said Arnold 
G. York, publisher of the local news-

paper. The Malibu Times. “No traf- 
fic engineer in his right mind would 
have designed it this way.” 

Drivers are supposed to slow 
to 45 mph through Malibu but 

— except during rush-hour traf- 
fic jams when they have no choice 

— few ever do. 

Not that alcohol, drugs or even 
bad driving is necessarily involved 
when a celebrity gets in trouble 
along Malibu’s main drag. 

Actor and singer Ben Vereen was 
struck by a Chevrolet Suburban in 
June 1993 when he tried to cross the 
highway in the dark as he walked 
home from a friend’s house. He 
was badly hurt, but made a full 
recovery. 

Last December, Drake Bell of the 
hit teen TV show “Drake & Josh” 
suffered a broken jaw, broken neck 
and had seven teeth knocked out 
when his vintage Ford Mustang 
was struck by another vehicle as

he waited to make a left turn from 
PCH onto another street. 

“I was hit head-on at 60 miles 
per hour while I was at a dead 


stop,” the 20 -year- old Bell, who 
also recovered, told The Associated 
Press recently. 

Authorities say Gibson was trav- 


eling at 87 mph, with a bottle of 
tequila in the car, when his 2006 
Lexus LS 430 was stopped Friday 
morning at 2:36 a.m. 

The highway is often pitch dark 
when people race through the area 
at night. During the day, with the 
sparkling Pacific Ocean to the west 
and canyons dotted with multimil- 
lion- dollar mansions to the east, 
there is much to gawk at. 

As a result, Hollywood loves 
PCH. It is a favorite location for 
television commercials and it 
was the lead player in the James 
Garner series “The Rockford Files.” 
Before that, America saw it in the 
1960s “Beach Party” movies star- 
ring Frankie Avalon and Annette 
Funicello. 

Almost equally well-known are 
the sites of some of the highway’s 
more infamous accidents.Many 
tourists and locals alike can point 
out where actresses Shannen 
Doherty and Bridget Fonda sur- 
vived traffic accidents. 

The highway has even turned 
at least one person into a 
celebrity. 

Bo Stefan Eriksson, now known 
in Malibu as the “Ferrari Guy,” was 
driving a rare Ferrari Enzo at 162 
mph — about twice as fast as Gibson 
was going — when he lost control of 
it one morning last February. He hit 
a power pole and destroyed a vehi- 
cle valued at $1.5 million. 

“That happened right outside 
where we live,” said 17-year- old 
Malibu resident Thruv Mehrotra.

“My house is too old, too small, 
and too structurally screwed up. 
Yes, I did contact D.C. Greenworks. 
That’s where the too-old part comes 
in. My roof is not green roof- ready 
and they had no guidance for me. I 
contacted another resident, Emily, 
and she was told by a green design 
company that for small, flat- roof 


homes, a green roof wasn’t worth 
it.” 

That doesn’t augur well for green 
efforts to reduce the city’s energy 
footprint, but Mari’s commenters 
aren’t giving up hope yet — their 
suggestions include everything from 
federally deductible solar panels to 
rooftop sod complete with prairie 
chickens. Chickens on a hot sod 
roof? Just be sure to mind the 
city government’s pet safety tips.

How did Mr. Greene’s time in prison 
affect his later work? Did he make 
^ plans in prison and 
work toward them 
while in prison or was 
what happened after 
prison mostly inde- 
pendent of all that? 

No, what happened in prison is 
very important. It’s in prison that 
he became a disc jockey. He start- 
ed doing the broadcasts at Lorton 
and he became very good at it and 
he was a very popular prison DJ. 
So when he came out of prison, 
he took that skill with him and 
expanded on it. 


As a lifelong Washington area resi- 
dent, I’m concerned about the “look” 
of your film. Many of the structures 
and landmarks that were around 


during the ’60s and ’70s no longer 
exist. How will your film compen- 
sate for those losses? 

We looked at a lot of documen- 
tary footage and matched it as best 
we could. It helped a lot that my pro- 
duction designer spends half of his 
time in D.C., and so he’s very familiar 
with the city. He owns houses there 
and he’s very detail- oriented, so he 
made sure that the places we photo- 
graphed really resembled the places 
in D.C. in the ’60s and ’70s.

That was what I said in trying to 
get the job. It was one of the lines I 
used to promote myself as the direc- 
tor. I do believe that it’s true. I think 
that men, in general, shy away from 
or are afraid of revealing their vul- 
nerabilities and women who love 
men see them for the fabulous, del- 
icate creatures that they are and 
aren’t so afraid of exposing their 
vulnerabilities. I’ve often thought 
that good writers write more reveal- 
ingly about the opposite sex, maybe 
because it’s less personal.
